veals that there are some eight 
million more dogs and cats than 
there are families. 


Man's Best Friend is slightly 


outnumberpd by Tabby: there are 
26.7 million cats, 22,6 million d"o«s 
. . , and these 49.3 million pets 
live with some 28 million of Amer- 
ica's 41 million families. 


The South has a considerably 


higher average of pet ownership 
than other sections; its 29 per cent 
of t he country's families harbor 
30 per cent of the nation's dogs 
and 36 per cent jpf jfe 
cats.
